CONFLAGRATION IN PENNSYLVANIA.—Parker’s Landing, Pa., April 4, 1873.

So sudden and so closely 
do these events transpire, that they almost blunt the sense of pity and com+ 
miseration ; for the public. mind becoming accustomed to horrors en masse, 
treat with perfect unconcern the distressing circumstance, that at one time would 
have caused general alarm and consternation. | 

The harrowing details of the collision with the Northfleet had scarcely been. 
fully explained, before a ‘more dreadful recital of shipwreck and suffering comes 
like a dirge across the cold waves of the Atlantic, telling how the noble vessel 
that bore that ocean’s name was a total wreck, and with it six hundred souls 
at least perished in the sea, or died through ould and exposure on the bare and 
pitiless rocks. All winter through have we heard of an unusual amount of 
' shipwreck and loss of life at sea, that have actually occurred, and been chroni- 
cled as certainties, to say nothing of those that have been reported under the 
vague and uncertain title of missing,” a word so suggestive under auch 
circumstances of disaster and suffering, till a whole fleet of vessels lay quiet! a 
beneath the waves; and we are almost led to regard such occurrences as una- 
voidahle.

natural affection, tracebreakers, false accusers, incontinent, tierce, despisers 
of those that are good, traitors, heady, high-minded lovers of pleasure more 
than lovers of God.” II. Tim, iii, 1.4, In this passage’ of Scripture tus 
Apostle has given a true description of the state of society at the present, time, 
every word describes with striking accuracy the fearful character of mankind 
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as they now exist, for in all branches of society, in every avenue of trade we 
find an all-absorbing greed: ef gain, a preference for self, that stultifies and 
dwarfs the generous impulses placed within the heart of man, the absence 
of which makes him basely indifferent as to the sufferings of the poor, and the 

infirmities of the weak and defenceless. : 

Not from the sea alone, do we obtain such eviderice of sorrow, but the land 
also gives its full share of catastrophes—railway accidents, explosions, fires 
and frightful crimes increase in numbers and extent, and from afar off and 
near at hand comes the news of strikes, insurrection, bellen and bloodshed: 
agreeing with the words of the Savior— Luke xxi,, 11, 25, 26. And great 
earthquakes shall be in divers places, and famines and eee and fearful 
sights, and great signs shall there be from Heaven. And there shall be 
signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars, and upon the earth distress 
of nations ; with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring. Men’s hearts 
failing them for fear, and fur looking after those things which are coming on 
the earth ; for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. 

A the ions of Pharaoh and the Egyptians became hardened when the 
wonder-working hand of God was made manifest through His servant Moses, 
so do the inhabitants of the earth treat with indifference the warnings of the 
servants of the Most High in the days in which we live. Although the Savior 
and His ancient Apostles left on record what should be the sigus of His coming, 
and has now kindly restored the Gospel and sent forth His servants to remind 
them of His sayings ; in the very times when His predictions are being ful- 
filled, and the events coming to pass; yet the world blinded by avarice and 
passion regard not the simple truths laid in humility before them, and turn a 
deaf ear to the intreaties of the servants of God. |

The men of the battalion were great- 
ly worn down by their heavy march- 
ing and the scarcity of provisions. 
The rations were reduced to the lowest 
possible point. There clothes were 
almost gone, their shoes were worn out 
and many were compelled to make 
mocassins out of raw hide. These 
mocassins, when dry, were as hard as 
sheet iron, and cut the feet of the 
wearers. Some of the men went bare- 
foot, but the country over which they 
marched was full of various kinds of 
the cactus and other thorny plants, and 
they suffered great annoyance and pain 
from them. These difficulties, how- 
ever, were not the worst the men had 
to contend with. There were two or 
three officers who seemed to forget 
their obligations as Latter-day Saints 
and who, because they happened to 
have a little brief authority, acted 
towards their brethren in a tyrannical 
and unfeeling manner. The men would 

bably have resented this’ treatment 
acts of violence had they not been 
restrained by the prudent counsels of 
Brothers Levi W. Hancock and David 
Pettegrew. These brethren from their 
and experience were looked upon 
as fathers by the young men, and they 
were able, by their influence, to do a 
great amount of good. ea 
The remainder of the trip to the 


Pacific coast was exceedingly hard on 
both men and animals. ost of the 
distance was over deserts where the 
sand was very deep and neither water 
nor grass to be found, but the same 
cheerfulness and determination on the 
part of the men which had previously 
characterized the battalion bore them 
up to the end of the journey, which 
they reached very opportunely, just 
in time to prevent by their presence 
the Mexicans from making an intended 
effort to regain possession of Califor- 
nia. It was on the 27th of January, 
1847, that the battalion passed Mis- 
sion San Luis Rey, pleasantly situated 
on an elevated piece of land, and as- 
cended a hill when the calm, unruffled 
bosom of the Pacific Ocean burst upon 
their view. Many of the men hem 
beheld an ocean for: the first time in 
their lives. The columns halted to 
give them the opportunity of gazin 
upon the scene. Every eye was turn 
towards its placid surface—every heart 
beat with unuttered pleasure—every 
soul was full of thankfulness, but 
every tongue was silent, for all felt too 
full to give vent to any expression. 
They had marched many a long day, 
and had wearily trudged from the 
Missouri river, enduring many priva- 
tions and hardships to reach this point, 
aud though weary, ragged, and many 
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barefoot, they could still enjoy, the 


scene. The hills were 
covered with wild oats and nearly 
a foot high, as — 
as grass was seen at Midsummer in the 
States where the members of the bat- 
talion had formerly lived. The breeze 


from the ocean, as it winged its way | larg 


up that fertile valley, was: very sweet 
and refreshing to the tired men, The 
abundance of fat beef, which was now 
served out as rations to the battalion, 
was exceedingly grateful to them re- 
dueed as they were for want of food. 
They. continued their march, and on 
the 30th of January they reached San 
Diego Mission, close to the port of 
that. name, where they took up their 
uarters. Here the Commander of. 

e battalion issued the following 
order :— 
‘““HrapquaBrers, Mission of San Diego 

January 30th, 1847. 

Lieut.-Colonel commanding con- 
gratulates the battalion on its safe. 
arrival on the shores of the Pacific 
Ocean, and the conclusion of its march 
of over two thousand miles. History 
may be searched in vain for an equal 
march of infantry ; nine-tenths of it 
through a wilderness, where nothing 
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mountains, which seemed to defy 
aught save the wild goat, and tay ä 
passage through a chasm of living 
rock, more narrow than our wagons, 


To bring these first wagons to the 


Pacific, we have preserved the strength 


of the mules by herding them over 
e tracts, which you have labo- 
riously guarded without loss. ; 
‘‘The garrison of four Presidic 
of Senora, concentrated within the 
walls of Tucson, gave us no pause: 
we drove them out with their artillery; 
but our intercourse with the citizens 
was unmarked by a single act of in- 
justice. Thus marching, half naked. 
and half fed, and living upon wild 
animals, we have discovered and made 
a road of great value to our country. 
‘‘ Arrived at the first settlement of 
California, after a single day’s rest, 
you cheerfully turned off from the 
route to this point of promised re- 
pose, to.enter upon a campaign, and 
meet, as we believed, the approach of 
the enemy; and this, too, without 
even salt to season your sole subsis- 
tence of fresh meat. | : | 
“ Lieutenants A. J. Smith and 
George Stoneman, of the 1st Dragoons, 
have shared and given valuable aid in
